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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine is a catalogue which contains explicit sexual material for an adult male 
homosexual consumer. The material presented includes nudity, explicit sex scenes, 
express sexual description and fetishistic material. There is a vast range of material 
which is described and presented as being in a sexual fantasy context. This includes: 
descriptions of incest as a sexual theme, presentations which deal with young persons 
in a sexual context, the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, SM and 
Bondage and Discipline activity and rape fantasies, in which violence or coercion is 
associated with sexual conduct, and SM and Bondage and Discipline activity in which 
sexual conduct is described as being of a degrading or demeaning nature and 
physical conduct in which sexual satisfaction is derived from inflicting or suffering pain 
is described or depicted. 

The publication itself does not advance or encourage or uphold or strengthen the idea 
of these activities, because it is not leading the reader to be aroused by or to engage 
in such activities. Rather, the advertising of this material is informative of the 
availability of other publications, without being persuasive regarding the activities 
themselves. In addition, these advertisements are few and make brief passing 
references to the contents of the advertised video recordings. 

The Classification Office has therefore gone on to consider the extent and degree to 
which, and the manner in which, the publication describes or depicts the relevant 
matters under section 3(3) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. These include, violence or coercion in association with sexual conduct, sexual 
conduct of a degrading or demeaning nature, sexual conduct by young persons, 
physical conduct in which sexual satisfaction is derived from inflicting or suffering pain, 
and exploitation of the nudity of young persons. The infrequent appearance of this 
content is such that these aspects are subsumed by the remainder of the explicit 
sexual content. The dominant effect of the magazine is therefore overwhelmingly one 
of explicit sexual material. 

The weighting attributed to these areas is therefore not significant enough to outweigh 
the right to freedom of expression set out in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. Section 14 of the NZBR Act therefore applies to Adam Gay Video 
1995 Directory Volume 2 Number 10 and limitations on its availability must be 
reasonably justified. Given the explicit sexual content and the inclusion of fetishistic 
material in the publication, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the availability 
of the publications is likely to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to an 
adult audience. To avoid harm being caused to the public good, this restriction is 
considered to be a reasonable limitation to the freedoms outlined under the NZBR Act. 

Therefore the Classification Office has classified this magazine as a restricted 
publication namely: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
